Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Weet Virginia: 

1. That it shall be unlawful for 
owners to permit their hogs to run 
at large in the County of Harrison 
and should such bogs, whilst run¬ 
ning at large, destroy or injure the 
personal or real property of anoth¬ 
er, tbs owner of the hogs shall pay 
the party double the damugee sus¬ 
tained by him for such destruction 
or injury; and the party so injured 
shall have a lien upon the bogs for 
the payment of the said damages, 
and should they be found upon his 
premises, he shall have the right to 
maiutain them until the damages 
and ousts of keeping them are paid 
and. be shall immediately advertise 
the said hogs for sale, to be sold at 
the end of ten days,'unless the 
damages and costs of keeping are 
paid; in which east* the hogs shall 
lie delivered over to the owner. 
The time and place of such sale to 
lie posted at two public places in 
the neighborhood, a copy of which 
advertisement shall immediately 
be delivered to the. owner of the 
hogs if he be found within the 
county, and should the damages 
and expenses of keeping be not 
paid at the end of the ten days fix¬ 
ed for the sale, it shall be lawful 
for the party injured to sell the
